The (astleman Distillery. abovn 
the tunnel, now the Cochran Dis- 
tillery, was erected on tbe sit.- of 
the old Macklin pork house, some 
of the foundation and superstrue- 
ture of vhlch were utilized in the 
construction. This was in 1809. 
The plant was subsequently pur- 
chased by Atherton, Cochran & 
Fulton, its name and brand 
changed, and, with Richard Morris 
as superintendent, was operated 
for some years, until Fulton &

The Hermitage Distillery and ad-

It. was 
then a plain frame structure of un- 
pretentious shape, trembling under 
the revolutions of its heavy ma- 
chinery, and with one single briek 
warehouse as its storage comple- 
ment. For long years Hiram Herry. 
one of its principal owners, was its 
ever watchful manager, with Ma- 
rion Parker as distiller, succeeded 
by Marion Williams, who yet pre-

Tl: development of the manu- 
facturing industries of Frankfort, 
unfortunately too few in number, 
has been stow. Tho sawmill inter- 
ests and the whisky interests have 
been the principal, though the 
hemp mills, the chair plant, shoe 
factory, the flouring mills and the 
planing mills hnve furnished em 
ployment to hundreds of operative; 
and contributed largely to tht 
financial influx. 

At one time, tho woolen mills, 
located on the situ of the present 
postofflce. and the cotton mills, 
located at the south end of Wilkin- 
son street, were strong factors in 
furnishing employment and adding 
to the wealth of the city.

Dan Swiyert replaced it with a 
distillery, and was succeeded by 
liaj. R. L. Williams and Praier ■ 
Wilson, and in IST'J the O. F. C. 
Distillery was erected by Col. K. 
H. Taylor, Jr., with one slate-roof 
warehouse as its storage oompl - 
meat. Mr. J. B. Lewis superin- 
kended its construction and Mr. 
Dan Meagher was a valuable factor 
in the work of excavation. In 1888, 
this house was burned down and 
the present building erected and 
enlarged. Dr. L. A. lie Linn. • was 
principal distiller, succeeded by P. 
Marion Parker and then by Walker 
Stephens, with Wm. Caplinger as 
engineer. 

Tho Carlisle Distillery, named 
after tho Hon. John G. Carlisle, 
was completed in 187U, under tho 
architectural plans and supervision 
of D. L. Haly. Dan Meagher su- 
perintended the excavation. The 
rip-rap work and cribbing along 
the river bank from the distilleries 
to Cove Spring branch, by which 
so much valuable property was 
saved from being swallowed up by 



the iron roof on the Milam Reel 
Manufactory, on Main street. This 
roof was put on in 1854, when the 
house was built, and has only been 
tepaired once, about three years 
ago, when the holes made by the 
telephone climbers walking on the 
roof were stopped. The roof, 
after fifty-one years use, is srill in 
good order.
